The 
ranches of Isabel and John Wixom ad- 
join, aud a bad feeling has long existed 
on the[pait of Isabel on account ol 
Wixom purchasing a ranch which Isa- 
bel had mortgaged and forfeited. This 
bad feeling was greatly strengthened by 
the recent clandestine marriage of John 
Isabel, a boy of 17, and Miss Wixom, 
aged H. The bride's pareuts persuaded 
the girl to return to her homo, where 
she has remained siuce the wedding, 
which took place about a week ago. — 
Last night JJr Wixom, of this city, sent 
his carriage to the ranch of his brother, 
John WUurn, and the Isabel faction ap- 
pear to have suspected that Dr. Wixom 
had ariived for the purpose of removing 
young Isabel's wife and to have cou- 
cocted a plan for tlie doctor's assassina- 
tion. During the evening several neigh- 
bors called upon Joliu Wixom, and one 
of them, John Btoner, proposed taking 
an evening tide in the doctors carriage. 
Btoner, barney HcCann and John Ky- 
au;entered thecarriajje, which wasdrir- 
en" by btoner, and proceeded In the 
diiectioa of Isabel's ranch. When about 
opposite the ranch six persona rose from 
the sagebush aud Bred into the carriage 
killing Stoner instantly. 
The horses 


th«n ran away, and the assanins follow- 
ing pursuit, riddling the carriage with 
bullets and shot. 
When the attack was 


first made the murderers were close to 
the carriage and thrust tha guns into the 
faces of the occupants. The people of 
this city aro intensely excited at the das- 
tardly act, and a strong pally lire in pur- 
suit of the murderers. 


From [the above account ;t would 


seem that the shot which terminated 
the life of John Stoner, was intended 
for Dr. Wixom 
We l«arn from Dr. 


titoner that the perpetrator of the das- 
tardly act was caught in a few days af- 
ter doing his bloody work, and upon 
making a full coufc'sion of his crime, 
was hung by the excited, crowd into 
whose hands he fell.
